Aucho rectification refers to the phenomenon of RF signals 
being picked up, rectified, und amplified by audio circuits “ 
— notably by high-gain preamplifiers. Of all types of inter- o SYYY. 
ference possible to plague a hi-fi system, audio rectification 

remains the most slippery and troublesome. A common 

vecurrence of audio rectification is to turn on a phonograph 

and discover you are listening to your local AM radio = \ 
station instead. There exist four main sources of inter vata 
ference, each with a unique character.

through the speaker then AM radio stations are probably

Iwon't dwell much on “‘heard,''! 
after all, you had to be there, but the 
Russian composer, Igor Stravinsky was 
in need of a lesson or two from Johann 
Strauss to learn a bit about harmony. 
That is when I had to remind myself of 
"a bit of culture don't ever hurt nobody,’ 

But, all that aside, watching the 
Philadelphia Orchestra perform wasa 
lesson in itself. And not without some 
parallels in the real world and/or our 
Phil-Mont World. 
that we are willing to apply the same 
principles. So, in the words of our 
Pheerliss Leedar, let me share a few 
of my observations with you. 

There were long stretches of time 
when the fellows on the back row just 
sat there with their trumpets and trom- 
bones on their knees. Now, that's no 
way to play a trombone. Right, they 
weren't playing. The composition did 
not call for any brass sounds, so they 
just sat there, taking part, by remain- 
ing silent, but ready when needed. And 
there are a lot of occasions in Phil- 
Mont when we ought to be just sitting 
there holding our trombones. You don't 
have to be heard all of the time, though 
some folks seem to feel neglected if they 
aren't. Your silence does not make 
your presence any less necessary, or 
important. For after a period of in- 
activity, the occasion comeswhen your 
specialty is needed. So, we don't ex- 
pect everybody to be participating ail 
of the time. Remember, those men 
did not walk off the stage or disappear, 
or pack up their instruments and head 
for home because the conductor did not 
want them playing for a few minutes. 
You don't have to add to the melody ev- 
rytime the group gets together. Sitting, 
waiting your turn, is part of the experi-

ability to play when you do. 

But then there were those times 
when the drums were thumped, the 
trumpets blown; the whole place Lit- 
erly vibrated with sound. Amid all 
the din, a handful of flutists were 
blowing away as hard as they could, 
but not being heard, at least, I could 
not hear the individual flute tones 
they added to the uproar. Yet they 
Played on. The music called for what 
they had to offer. The total sound had 
to be different because of the little they 
added. Otherwise, they would not have 
been paid to be there. 

And that is the role we must some- 
times play in Phil-Mont, possessing too 
little by way of talent or imagination to 
take the lead, or play a solo, but adding 
something to the total tone, expending 
energy, adding to the harmony and just 
generally playing a small part in a large 
production. Though hardly noticed by 
those who enjoyed the results. Still, 
even a squeaky flute could have ruined 
the best presentation by blowing when it 
should have remained silent. For the na- 


ture of the orchestra is the ability to blend 


the sound of the instruments and the tal- 
ents of its members for the purpose of 
producing the desired result, even when 
the result is the planned discord of a 
Stravinsky composition. 

Keep that in mind when you think of 
yourself, or of others, and the place each 
occupies in Phii-Mont. There is a place, 
and a need, in the total scheme. And we 
don't all have the same things to offer. 


And what we do have to offer is not needed 


all of the time. But, if we are supposed 
to be doing the ''Hallelujah Chorus,’ then 


we need some loud drums and cymbals and 
brassy trombones, and maybe a liar or two. 


So, sit quiet, if needs be, wait your turn, 


then add what you have to offer, and you
